been asleep for a while, but they 
are awak ening. 
“This democracy is not going to 
die. The American people are fit 
to be free.” 
Sumners told 
the judges that 
American citizens have little voice 
in the government, “and the time 
has come when 
congress 
again 
must perform its legislative func­ 
tions as provided by the constitu­ 
tion.” 
“Every thing in this nation is 
planned for us by a bunch of buro­ 
crats,” he asserted. “We have a 
planned economy , a planned this 
and a planned that, all planned by 
a bunch of crack pots who have 
been turned out of universities be­ 
cause of their cock ey ed theories.
